an air ofaxrogance and ſcorn, very unworthy of the 
character of a miniſter of the goſpel, very unworthy 
of the ſeriouſneſs and ſolemnity of the ſubject, pro- 
nounces it not only a LIE, but a damnable lie; but 
in ſo doing, in all this vain-jangling, this unfair, 
unjuſt dealing; this turning of things upſide down ; 
this handling the word of God deceitfully, with 
cunning craftincſs to deceive, he is only 3 guar 


againſt the pricks: let him take care and gua 

his feet, leſt thoſe flubborn pricks ſhould wound 
him; for truth, and eſpecially divine truth, is of 
ſuch a ſtubborn nature, that it will ſtand againſt, 
prevail through, and triumph over cvery oppoſi- 
| | ; dlon 
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Jon that men and devils can raiſe againſt it. 1 
ſhall not trouble my readers with any more quo- 
tations from the Broken Ciſtern : to follow Mr. H. 
through all his turnings and windings, to expoſe 
all the duplicity and artful prevarications which 
runs through 124 pages, is a taſk for which I have 
neither time nor patience ; the little 1 have ſaid, I 
am perſuaded is ſufficient to enable every candid» 
impartial mind to form a right judgment both of 
Antinomianiſm Unmaſked, and of the Broken 
Ciſtern, and the Springing Well. 

Before I leave Mr. H. I muſt obſerve that he 
has charged my book with being calculated to 
injure his miniſtry, and blacken his charaFer, but he 
has not laid before the public one paſſage which 
contains the moſt diftant allufion to his name and 
character : he has pronounced it a vile, iniquitous 
performance ; nay, **a damnable harangue againſt 
the law, the goſpel, and the grace of God:“ and 
yet every extract he brings from it, bears truth, 
divine truth in its face, and he has not-been able to 
affix any erroneous ideas to my words, but by 
wreſting them from their proper connection and 
true meaning by the loweſt and moſt ſubtle arts of 
Prevarication. A man of honour, though deſtitute 
of religion, and profeſſedly a heathen, would ſcorn 
to ſtoop ſo low—would bluſh at a conduct ſo un- 
becoming. 

Before I diſmiſs this part of my ſubject, I muſt 
beg leave to addreſs a few lincs to Mr. H's ſerious 
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ſideration; I do not expect, ſir, that theſe lines will 
make any ſuitable impreſſion upon your mind, 
but whether they do or not, as I am taking a final 
leave of you, I cannot conclude without putting 
you in mind that the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, whom 
you call your maſter, is a God of conſummate 
HOLINESsS, and holineſs becometh his houſe for ever; 
if you are a ſervant in his houſe, you are called to 
do holy work and that in a holy manner: his cauſe 
is holy, and is to be defended with an Holy zeal, with 
holy truth, meekneſs, and uprightneſs; nothing 
elſe is worthy of ſo noble a MAs TER, and ſo ex- 
cellent a cauſe. Low art and cunning, ſophiſtry 
and deceit, lies and falſhood, flander and defama- 
tion, wrath and bitterneſs, and every evil work, 
make a ſad uncooth figure in the houſe of Cuxlsx, 
doing the work of CHRIST, defending the cauſe of 
Curisr—what will the Lord, the Maſter ſay to a 
ſervant who dares to affront him ſo much as to 
preſs theſe things into his ſervice, but who hath 
required this at thine hands, « Will ye ſpeak wick- 
edly ſor God, and ralk deceitfully for him?“ Job 
xiii. 7. It was the boaſt of the great apoſtle of the 
gentiles that he had renounced the hidden things 
of diſhoneſty, not walking in craftineſs, not handle- 

ing the word of God deceitſully, but by manifeſta- 
tion of the TRUTH © he commended himſelf to 
every man's conſcience in the ſight of God,“ 2 Cor. 
iv. 2. How far, ſir, you have copied fo bright an 
example, your writings ſufficiently decide; and [I 
from your writings have fairly proved that you

not only have laid aſide the moral law as the rule of 
your conduct, but alſo that you have broke through

how you treat the Holy Spirit of God ; beware of 
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viſit you in the latter, remember that you have 
taken upon you the office of a ſteward, and as fuch 
are accountable to God the great houſholder: when 
he will call you, to give in your occount is uncer- 
tain, but that he will, is ſure ; when he does, if you 
are found faithful, he will fay to you,“ Well done, 
good and faithful ſervant, enter thou into the joy of 
thy Lord.” But if you are found unfaithful, guilty 
of having kept back part of your meſſage, of dark- 
ening council by words without knowledge, a blind 
leader of the blind, what will be the conſequence? 
why both fhall fall into the ditch : but O blind 
guide, unfaithful ſteward, cruel, ſtupid watchman, 


the blood of the deceived ſoul ſhall be required at 


thine hands. Ezekiel xxxiii. 8. May you feel the 
importance of theſe things, and be ſo taught by the 
great and divine prophet of Iſrael, that in your mi- 
niſterial office, you may no longer ſow the tares of 
antinomian error, but the pure wheat of evangelic 
truth. Should I live to fee the time, it would be the 
rejoicing of my heart; but whether I do or not, may 
it be ſo; and may the time be haſtened when error 
of every kind, ſhall fall before the great ſtandard 
of TRUTH, as Dagon fell before the ark, and when 
the ſaving knowledge of the Lord Jeſus ſhall cover 
the earth, as the waters do the ſea. 


I have now only to addrefs a few thoughts to 
the ſerious conſideration of my readers, and con- 
clude.

The ſpirit of God is the ſpirit of truth, he will own 
and bleſs his own truth, but nothing that is ſhort of 
that; it was therefore with the greateſt propriety, 
that the Lord Jeſus exhorted his diſciples to * take 
heed tobat they hear; and there never was moge 
need to recolle& and obey that important ex- 
hortation than in the preſent day. Some men 

who preſume to ſtand forth in the character 
of preachers of the everlaſting gol] pel, yet dare 

to rob the Logp Jesus CuntsT, who is the ſum 

and ſubſtance of the goſpel, of the brighteſt 


Jewel in his crown; they take away from him the 


moſt glorious character he poſſeſſes; they deny his 
DIVINITY, and thereby take away from the chriſ-

his ſal vation. Others deny the grand atonement 
he has made for ſin; they rob him of the glory of 
redemption, and his people of the bleſſings of it. 
Some take away the imputation of his righteouſ- 
neſs:; they rob us of the only robe in which we can 
find acceptance with a. juſt and righteous God, 
and - conſequently of that eternal life which ly 
that ean procure. for us. Others again flep for- 
ward, and with unhallowed boldneſs, take from 
the church of Chriſt, his ſpirit and grace; they 
deny the neceſſity, nay, the poſſibility of a work of 
ſanCUſication - being wrought in the ſoul, though 
- Without ſuch a'work, not one ſoul can ever be ca- 
pahle of enjoying God, or glorifying him, either in 
earth or heaven: nay, heaven to an unſanctified 
ſoul would be the very perfection of conſummate 
miſery. Theſe and ſome who do not go fo far as 
to deny.the work of grace in the heart, yet deny 
that it is the privilege and duty of the believer, 
| the perſon in a juſtified ſtate through faith in the 
blood and righteouſneſs of the Lord Jeſus, to delight I 
in the law ot God after the inward man, and to con- 
lider at as the rule of his conduct: but theſe are all 
thieves and robbers ; may we not ſay to them, “ Ye 
have taken away my Lord, and I know not where 
ye have laid him.”* You ſee, chriſtian reader, ſome 
take away his divinity, ſame his atonement, ſome 
his righteouſneſs, ſome his ſpirit and grace, and 
ſome his law; may we not aſk what ſort of chril- 
tianity, what ſort of religion they have left us?

engraven upon his heart, that neither men nor de- 
vils ſhall be able to bale him out of them. The 
Holy Spirit is the teacher of the ignorant, the in- 
ſtructor of babes, his divine unction will make his 
lively oracles a light unto the feet, and a lamp un- 
to the paths, fo that he who runs in this heavenly 
way, may read, and the wayfaring man, rouge a 
fool, ſhall not err therein. 

It was obſerved by the truly great and ene | 
Mr. James Hervey, as a good criterion by which to 
judge of doctrines, that whatever is confiſtent with 
divine truth, muſt have a tendency io three things, 
firſt, to exalt the Savior; ſecondly, to humble and 
abaſe the ſinner ; and thirdly, to promote holineſs 
of heart and life; and this was a very wiſe and juſt 
obſervation. Reader, if thou art a chriſtian in- 
deed, thou haft renounced thy own righteouſneſs as 
filthy rags, and art confiding and glorying in 
Chriſt alone, as all thy falvation, and all thy deſire; 
and thou art alſo convinced of the neceſſity of, and 
thirſting after a larger portion of ſanctificatĩion, or 
heart-holineſs; thou delighteſt in the law of God 
after the inward man, and defireſt that thou mayeſt 
enabled every day and hour to walk in con- 

formity 
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formity to it: mayeſt thou go on, renouncing thy- 
ſelf, living upon, and glorying in Chriſt Jeſus, in 
a growing conformity to his Image, and running in 
the way of his commandments with an holy joy 
and divine alacrity, and ſo an abundant entrance 
ſhall be adminiſtered unto you into the everlaſting 
kingdom of God our Saviour, to whom be praiſe 
ever. Amen.
